No. 6894 — PL -60 /2012 — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -clause (i) of Clause 2 of 
the Odisha Rice and Paddy Procurement (Levy ) and Restriction on Sale and Movement Order, 
1982 and with prior concurrence of the Government of India , the State Government do hereby notify 
the Minimum Support Price as specified in column ( 2 ) of Schedule A below payable for purchase 
of different grades of paddy of FairAverage Quality ( F.A.Q.) standard of Uniform Specifications as 
specified in column ( 1) thereof and in the matter for the purpose of more clarity (Fair Average 
Quality ), the Uniform Specification of all grades ofpaddy has been mentioned in Schedule B below 
for the Kharif Marketing Season 2011-2012 commencing from the 1stOctober 2011.
